1 . FOLLOWING ARE FIVE SECTIONS OF THE NACCFM DRAFT COMMUNIQUE: 

INTRODUCTION ( PARAS 1-5); DETENTE (PARA 30); DISARMAMENT 
(PARAS 31-32); UNITED NATIONS (PARAS 33-34); AND COOPERATION 
IN THE FIELD ON INFORMATION (PARA 35). 

BEGIN TEXT 

INTRODUCTION 

THE COORDINATING BUREAU OF NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES MET 
IN NEW DELHI AT FOREIGN MINISTER' LEVEL FORM APRIL 7 TO 
11, 1977. THIS WAS THE FIRST MEETING OF THE COOORDINATING 
BUREAU AFTER THE 5TH SUMMIT CONFERENCE OF NON-ALIGNED 
COUNTRIES HELD IN COLOMBO IN AUGUST, 1976. THE FOLLOWING 
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COUNTRIES PARTICIPATED IN THE CONFERENCE- 

DELEGATIONS FROM THE FOLLOWING COUNTRIES WERE ALSO PRESENT 
AS OBSERVERS:- 

2. THE BUREAU ASSESSED THE CONTEMPORARY POLITICAL AND 
ECONOMIC SITUATION. IT HAILED THE 5TH SUMMIT CONFERENCE OF 
NON-ALIGNED COUNTIRES HELD IN COLOMBO IN AUGUST, 1976 AS 
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A SIGNIFICANT EVENT WHICH SYMBOLISED THE CONTINUING VALIDITY 
OF THE POLICY AND PRICIPLES OF NON-ALIGNMENT AS AN 
INDISPENSABLE FACTOR FOR PEACE IN THE CHANGING WORLD 
SITUATION.IT STRESSED THE NEED TO UNDERTAKE POSITIVE MEASURES 
TO IMPLEMENT THE DECISIONS CONTAINED IN THE POLITICAL AND 
ECONOMIC DECLARATIONS AND THE ACTION PROGRAMME FOR ECONOMIC 
COOPERATION ADOPTED AT THE SUMMIT. 

3. THE BUREAU NOTED WITH SATISFACTION THAT NON-ALIGNMENT 
HAD EMERGED AS A FORCE TO RECKON WITH ON THE CONTEMPORARY 
INTERNATIONAL SCENE. SUCH HAD BEEN THE IMPACT AND SUCCESS 
OF THE NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT THAT ITS MEMBERSHIP HAD 
INCREASED FROM 25 AT THE FIRST SUMMIT CONFERENCE IN BELGRADE 
IN 1961 TO 85 AT THE FIFTH SUMMIT IN COLOMBO IN 1976 

AND THE MEMBERSHIP OF THE MOVEMENT HAD SPREAD OVER ALL 
THE CONTINENTS OF THE WORLD. 

4. THE BUREAU NOTED THAT THE GROWING MEMBERSHIP OF 

THE NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT WAS UNDOUBTEDLY DUE IN LARGE 
MEASURE TO THE REALISATION THAT, FOR NEWLY EMERGENT 
NATIONS, THE POLICY OF NON-ALIGNMENT PROVIDED A FIRM BASIS 
FOR CONSOLIDATING THEIR FREEDOM FROM COLONIAL RULE AND FOR 
PURSUING A TRULY INDEPENDENT FOREIGN POLICY NOT 
SUBSERVIENT TO THE INTERESTS OF POWER BLOCS. THE POLICY 
OF NON-ALIGNMENT WAS AN EXPRESSION OF THE DEEP AND 
SINCERE YEARNING OF THE OVERWHELMING MASS OF MAKIND FOR 
PEACE AND SECURITY, AND OF THEIR DETERMENATION TO ENSURE 
A JUST AND EQUITABLE ECONOMIC, POLITICAL AND SOCIAL ORDER 
IN THE INTERESTS OF THE ENTIRE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY AND 
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MORE PARTICULARLY THE DEVELOPING NATIONS OF THE WORLD. 

HOWEVER, THE GROWING POPULARITY OF NON-ALIGNMENT IMPOSED 
AN ABLIGATION ON ALLITS PARTICIPANTS TO MAINTAIN THE 
STRICTEST VIGILANCE IN PRESERVING THE INTEGRITY, 

IDENTITY AND THE POSITIVE THRUST OF THE NON-ALIGNED 
MOVEMENT AND TO MAINTAIN ON THEIR PART UNSWERVING ADHERENCE 
TO ITS PRINCIPLES , ITS POLITICAL PHILOSOPHY AND ITS 
POLICIES. 

5. THE BUREAU STRESSED THAT THE ESSENCE OF NON-ALIGNMENT STILL REMAIN 
ED THE COMMITMENT NOT TO GET INVOLVED 

IN THE RIVALRIES OF GREAT POWERS, NOT TO SUBSERVE THE 
INTERESTS OF THEIR BLOCS AND NOT TO JOIN THEIR MULTILATERAL 
MILITARY ALLIANCES. THE POLICY OF NON ALIGNMENT STOOD FOR 
THE PURSUIT OF AN INDEPENDENT FOREIGN POLICY AND SUPPORT 
FOR NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. EVEN THOUGH THE 
RIGID ATTITUDES OF THE COLD WAR HAD SOFTENED, NON-ALIGNMENT 
HAD NOT LOST ANY OF ITS RELEVANCE OR VALIDITY. INDEED, 

IT HAS EMERGED AS A POSITIVE FORCE OF ABIDING SIGNIFICANCE 
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CONTRIBUTING TO THE PEACEFUL RESOLUTION OF INTERNATIONAL 
ISSUES AND THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A WORLD ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL 
ORDER BASED ON EQUALITY AND JUSTICE. END TEXT ....

DETENTE 

30. THE BUREAU WELCOMED THE PROGRESS ACHIEVED IN THE 
RELAXATION OF TENSIONS BETWEEN THE GREAT POWERS. AT THE 
SAME TIME THE BUREAU REITERATED THAT DETENTE TO BE EFFECTIVE 
AND MEANINGFUL, SHOULD BE EXTENDED TO ALL PARTS OF THE 
WORLD AND SHOULD BENEFIT ALL COUNTRIES— DEVELOPED AND 
DEVELOPING, BIG AND SMALL. 

DISARMAMENT 

31. THE BUREAU EXPRESSED ITS CONVICTION THAT 

LASTING PEACE AND SECURITY COULD ONLY BE BASED ON GENERAL 
AND COMPLETE DISARMAMENT UNDER EFFECTIVE INTERNATIONAL 
CONTROL AND CALLED FOR PRIORITY TO BE 

ACCORDED IN THIS CONTEXT TO NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT INCLUDING 
THE COMPLETE CESSATION OF ALL NUCLEAR WEAPON TESTS AND THE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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ELIMINATION OF ALL OTHER WEAPONS OF MASS DESTRUCTION. IT 
EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT THE IMPLEMENTATION OF DISARMAMENT 
MEASURES WOULD LEAD TO A PART OF THESE RESOURCES BEING 
DIVERTED TO MEET THE SOCIO-ECONOMIC NEEDS OF THE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. 

32. THE BUREAUS EXPRESSED THE HOPE THAT THE SPECIAL 
SESSION OF THE UN GENERAL ASSEMBLY DEVOTED TO DISARMAMENT 
SCHEDULED TO BE HELD IN MAY- JUNE, 1978, AT THE INITIATIVE 

OF THE NON-ALIGNED STATES, WOULD ENABLE A COMPREHENSIVE 
REVIEW OF THE PROBLEM OF DISARMAMENT AND RESULT IN EFFECTIVE 
MEASURES LEADING TO THE CONVENING 
OF A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE. 

UNITED NATIONS 

33. THE BUREAU REAFFIRMED THE ADHERENCE OF NON-ALIGNED 
COUNTRIES TO THE PURPOSES AND PRICIPLES OF THE UN CHARTER. 

MOTING THAT THE UN HAD PROVED ITSELF TO BE AN EFFECTIVE 
INSTRUMENT FOR PROMOTING INTERNATIONAL PEACE AND SECURITY 
, IT CALLED UPON ALL STATES TO COOPERATE WITH A VIEW 

TO ENABLING THE UNITED NATIONS TO ACCOMPLISH THE PURPOSES 
OF THE NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER. 

34. THE BUREAU WELCOMED THE PROGRESS MADE TOWARDS THE 
PRINCIPLE OF UNIVERSALITY OF MEMBERSHIP OF THE UNITED NATIONS 
AND WELCOMED THE ADMISSION TO THE ORGANISATION, SINCE THE 
COLOMBO SUMMIT, OF ANGOLA, SEYCHELLES AND WESTERN SAMOA. 

COOPERATION IN THE FIELD OF INFORMATION 

35. THE BUREAU WELCOMED THE GROWING COOPERATION AMONG 
NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES IN THE FRAMEWORK OF THE PRESS AGENCIES 
POOL AND ENDORSED THE DECISIONS TAKEN AT THE FIRST MEETING OF 
THE COORDINATING COMMITTEE OF THE PRESS AGENCIES POOL OF 
NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES HELD IN CAIRO ON JANUARY 10-12, 1977 
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AND THE FIRST MEETING OF THE INTER-GOVERNMENTAL COORDINATING 
COUNCIL ON INFORMATION AND MASS MEDIA OF NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES 
HELD AT TUNIS FROM FEBRUARY 28 TO MARCH 1, 1977.
